You all read about the one hundred and more men and 
women who participated in the swim between Catalina 
Ialand and the mainland of California in the hope of winning 
the Wrigley prize of $25,000. Many of these persons were 
poor and made considerable sacrifice to travel to the west 
coast, and to defray their expenses there, but they under- 
fook the same because they felt that even a faint hope of 
winning $25,000 warranted the sacrifice. 

What if people had to swim this channel if they hoped 
4 save their souls? Learning how to swim would not insure 
success. Of more than one hundred who entered the recent 
contest only one was successful. Their experience reminds 
us of what St. Paul tells us concerning the thousands who 
set out from Egypt to reach the Promised Land, but of the 
failure of the vast majority. 

Now, the prize offered by Almighty~God in return for 
successful runhing of the race is infinitely more valuable 
than what William Wrigley offered to the successful swim- 
mer. The prize of Almighty God, of value incalculable, is 
within the power of everyone to win, yet how few there are 
who trouble themselves half as much as the Wrigley swim- 
mers did in order to get possession of it! 

If the Henry Fords, and the Rockefellers, and the Mor- 
gans, and the Ryans, and the Eastmans, and the Schwabs, 
and the Mellons, and all the rest of our millionaires pooled 
their wealth and offered it as a grand prize to be offered in 
return for the accomplishment of something which lies 
within everyone’s power, what world-wide interest there 
would be in competition for it, yet if the total sum consti- 
tuted only one prize, only one could get possession of it. 

Now, this vast accumulation of gold, representing most 
of the money in the world, would be a prize insignificant 
compared to the prize that is actually offered to me and to 
you, and there is no excuse for our failure to win it. Win- 
ning it, it becomes ours for enjoyment forever and ever; 
losing it, we shall be made indescribably miserable forever 
and ever—yet it seems not to be alluring to most people. 

You are in possession of an object which has far greater 
value than all the wealth in the universe, far greater value 
than the universe itself, as the Lord of the universe assures 
us. If we were to measure its value by the price paid to 
rescue it from eternal danger we that it 
could not be purchased by money. The price paid for the 
rescue of our soul was the near-annihilation of the majesty 
of God.

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TWO BOOKS FOR CALLES’ BACKERS 
TO READ. 

Hon. Henry Lane Wilson, who represented this country 
in Mexico as its ambassador under t! Taft 
administrations, has written on the Mexican situation in a 
book recently published by Doubleday Page and Company, 
Garden City, L. 1, N. Y. 

He confirms what we have been reiterating over and 
over in these columns, nam: ly, that the Hierarchy of Mexico 
is not organized in any sense for political activities, and 
that the Catholic Church in that country had very little real 
political power. He maintains, on the other hand, that the 
Government has been greatly at fault in its relations with 
the Church; in other words, th:

WHY NOT YOU? 


It is sometimes 
norance or want o 
summoned to an important task. But 
there are many duties which require 
no unusual qualities of body or mind 
but rather good will, earnestness and 
a desire to use those gifts we sess. 

A vocation to the religious life is 
one of these callings for which God 
singles out many, though they are 
not endowed with unusual talents or 
do not measure up to the highest 
standard of physical efficiency. 

In an earlier article on vocation we 

said that “a positive prompting of the 
Holy Spirit is not needed” other than 
that indicated in this passage from 
a work on Pastoral Theology by a 
learned Benedictine. He said: “When 
Divine Providence destines any one 
to a certain state of life, It bestows 
upon him a natural inclination there- 
to, and gives him the dispositions nec- 
essary for the fulfillment of what 
that state of life implies. If inclima- 
tion and disposition are absent, we 
can conclude that God does not call; 
if they exist, we may infer that He 
does, and the more securely in pro- 
portion to the strength of such inclin- 
ation and disposition.” 
Now these words seem quite clear. 
You ‘are to ask yourself whether you 
have the dispositions necessary to the 
fulfillment of the duties of convent 
life. These duties are constant, but 
they are not what may be proper}; 
called, “severe”. They require the 
good will and earnestness referred to 
above. God will bless the good will, 
while superiors are obliged to temper 
the rigidity of the rule in certain 
cases, and to make provision for weak- 
ness of body or other incapacity. 

So then the question comes back: 
‘Am I called”? an absolutely definite 
answer is hardly required in view

“But it has been objected, that the 
Cathohe religion is unfavorable to 
freedom, nay, even incompatible with 
republican institutions.

Let 
me ask who obtained the great Char- 
ter of English freedom but the Cath- 
olic prelates and barons at Runny- 
mede’ The oldest, the purest democ- 
racy on earth, is the little Catholic Re- 
public of St. Marino, not a day's jour- 
ney from Rome. It has existed now 
for fourteen hundred years, and is so 
jealous of arbitrary power that the 
executive authority is divided between 
the governors who are elected every 
three months Was William Tell, 
the founder of Swiss liberty, a royal- 
ist’ Are the Catholics of the Swiss 
Cantons in love with tyranny? Are 
the Irish Catholie friends to passive 
obedience and non-resistance? Was 
Lafayette, Pulaski or Kosciusko a foe 
to civil freedom?

“This great man, who was utterly 
incapable of flattery and deceit, ut- 
ters in answer the following senti-| 
ments, which I give in his own words: 
‘As mankind become more liberal 
they will be more apt to allow that 
all those who conduct themselves as| 
worthy members of the community, 
are equally entitled to the protection 
of civil government. I hope ever ‘to 
see America among the foremost na- 
tions in examples of justice and liber-'| 
ality; and I presume that your fellow-| 
citizens will not forget the patriotic 
part which you took in the accom- 
plishment of their Revolution and the 
establishment of their government, or 
the important assistance which they 
received from a nation in which the 
Roman Catholic faith is professed.’ 

“By the bye, sir, I would pause for 
a moment to call the attention of this 
committee to some of the names sub- 
scribed to this address. Among them 
are those of John Carroll, the first 
Roman Catholic Bishop in the United 
States; Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, 
and Thomas Fitzsimmons. For the 
character of these distinguished men, 
if they needed vouchers, I would con- 
fidently call on the venerable president 
of this convention. Bishop Carroll 
was one of the best of men and most 
humble and devout of Christians. I 
shall never forget a tribute to his 


‘memory paid by the good and vener- 


able Protestant Bishop White, when 
contrasting the piety with which the 
Christian Carroll met death with the 
cold trifling that characterized the last 
moments of the skeptical Hume. I 
know not whether the tribute was 
more honorable to the piety of the 
dead or to the charity of the living 
prelate. 


“Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, the 
last survivor of the signers of Amer- 
ican Independence, at whose death 
both Houses of the Legislature of 
North Carolina unanimously testified 
their grief, as at a national bereave- 
ment! Thomas Fitzsimmons, one of 
the illustrious convention that framed 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and for several years the Representa- 
tive in Congress of the City of Phila- 
delphia.
